SOCIAL-DEMOCRACY MEANS ORDER! 

VICTOR L. BERGER REPLIES TO CRITICISMS OF THE BUSINESS MEN 
AND SHOWS WHY STRIKES ARE FEW IN MILWAUKEE. 


r>oe8 anyone atill dream that the 
concentration of wealth in IhiH 
country n» not moving faster and 
faster day hv day and that the rich 
are not growing more powerful 
every day? Any man can see thii. 
And whore will it end—wnat effect 
will ii have on the ifcurity of liv¬ 
ing for the other members of so- 
riety! But, of course, we Socialifts 
arc disturbers of the peace to call 
attention to aUch things! 


Ii hoi been claimed on differeni occoAinnt tome of ihe repreAesehtaiive hti.*friw men of Miluaukre 
that v'hile they u'ill concede that Victor L. Berger, ihe candidate of the BociaUDemorraitr party for mayor, 
is an honest man and well-meaning and educated, yst he is surrounded by a vertj wieWd crowd, Berger e 
election, according to /Ac opinion of these Republicans and Democrats, irowW mean that Sorialism tcouhi 
be tried, law and order abolished, and that trades unionism, strikes and boycotts will run amuck in Mil¬ 
waukee. 

Tp these gentlemen / want to make the following ansu'er: 

Every /AmWni; Social-Democrat knows that there is no doubt that capitalism will not and cannot he 
abolished in one dav, that it will he abolished gradually, and that remnants of it wilt remain for a long 
fine to come. And before alVikings ii is clear that we cannot abolish capitalism in Milwnul re alone nf>r 
in iriaconaifi alone. And as for iaw and order', while the Socialmls have not made the laws <;«(/ are not 
responsible for the present order.or disorder; they surely will obey the laws and have obeyed the taws 
in ^very country of the globe,—although I may say that we wilt n/d give them the hateful and oppre,^sive 
construction tonurds the laboring clas.^, which the laws usually receive under the capitalistic 
iions ai\d regimes. Besides, Socialism does not mean disorder,—it stands for a new order and a higher 
order of things 

The effect of Socialism upon ihe laboring cla.ts can best he studied in the trades unions of Milwaukee. 
The trades unton men who are Social-Democrais are no doubt the best fighters. If way be said they are 
ihe best combattants. Yel they are not cnmbattaiive. They are the best fighters and fight ihe tonge.d, 
but they are not willing to fighi on every slight preiert. Before all things they dislike, in hazard their fam¬ 
ilies. their own positions and their future simply for ihe fun of going on a strike, .la a rule it is the. 
highest paid worker and the best educated worker who is a Social-Democrat, a rule lie is a thinking 
man. You will find that the leader.^ and the spokesmen in the .Milwaukee trades unions are not hotheads — 
if they do u.se s/ron «7 language occasionally, ll'/fcn it come.s down to arhial work, to actual derimons, they 
will weigh long and act consenatively. / dare say that the Social-Democrats in this city hare oppo.sed 
almost every strike that has been declared here, but after it ha.^ hreu once declared by the mnjorily,. they 
have been the most active peopie in it. and the last to give up. in case the .strike wn.s lost. This eiplains 
why the Sorial-Democrats uwre soon held in high esteem among the tradc.s- unioni.<ls. and why so many 
trades unionists have become Social-Democrats. 

The rea.^on for all this is very simple. The Social-Democrat has made the present industrial sy.sfem 
a .study. He knows very well that the individual employer is about as much the jirodurt of the prc.senl 
system as the individual workingman, that he is about as much bound by 1 / a.< the proletarian. He knows 
what the so-called employer can do and what he cannot </«». He knows what the wage-worker may ask and 
what he may not ask under the present sy.sicm. He hts home, his wife and his children. Ur wants 

to get as mueh as possible for them, and at the same time, knowing the capitahstir system, he kvow.s that 
he (nnnot go ion far vithout destroying them. He furthermore has what the .'^oruili.sfs call the rolteclive 
conscience, or the new social conscience.—he looks al every thing from the stamlpoinf of tue whole, uf the 
coUeciivity, of the community,,of the craft to which hr belong.^. 

This also erplnins why the labor grafter, the union fakir, the wn.lHng delegate of the bad type—ihe 
mischief-maker—has found such a poor field in .Milwaukee during ihe la.sf seven or eight years, .rinre the 
Milwaukee unions have become ^o saturated with Soeiafism. It is true that wc nccusionatly get one or two 
from Chicago or some other large town, but he usually soon leave.s u.<. The labor fakir is invarinhly a Re¬ 
publican or a Democrat. He invarinhly claims that he has the rote of this or the other union in his 
pocket, and he is invariably a candidaie for a polilieal office from Ihe Demot raf.< or Republicans. 1 he air in 
.l/i7u*ai/i'cc is not congenial to that growth, and m getting less so every year. This i.s true to stirh a degree 
that we have had remarkably few strikes in Milwaukee during the la.st fiair or five yenr.s~le.<s than in any 
other riftf half its size or one fourth of its industrial ini;jor/o«*r. Biif when wc hare a strike, it is fought 
out to the 6i7/rr end. if it is not settled by agreement. 

The Milwaukee trades unions have proven to be 0 factor of o^rfer irr this city, not disorder. Trades 
unions arc absolutely neces.sary for the protection of the workingman against capital, and they are even a 
protection of capitalists against other more greedy capitalists. 

IIV do not expect to gel any votes from the capitalist class ns such, and c.tpecially do we scorn the 
rote.<i of the men who prefer a clique of thieves and hold-up men in po.'i.^se.ssion of the rity .f 70 irrnmen/, 
irAom they can buy. to honest laboring men whon^ihey mnno/ buy. But we want to expose the false 
•pretense that they are afraid of the Social-Demncnats because the trades unions would run amuck in Mil¬ 
waukee if Victor L. Berger was mayor. / tvant If fxpres.dy understood that we shall have better order in 
every resperf than we have now. / want it under.riood that / do not ask anybody i<> rote for me. simply 
heeau.<e / am honest. / want it understood by ihe whole population, including the capitalrifir iwrf of if.

Can vou th'nk of a class of civilized beings—for we are not 
talking alioiit s-ivages—who consume food, vear clothing, sleep 
under roofs, ALLK)F AVHIGH MUST HAVE BEEN' PRO- 
IJUCED by HUM.AN labor, who did not produce these 
things by their own labor, either directly or by exchange, yet who 
do not consume the products of the labor ot others ? 

If you can, the ease of Socialism falls of itc own weight, 
and it will be iiselesa to cohtinne the eonaidcrafion of tho sub¬ 
ject. I f you cannol think of such a class, it may be well to assume 
for the time being at any Jate, that there is some truth in the 
Socialist contention (hat there are bnt two classes in civilixed 
society, and go on with the investigation of the Socialist philos¬ 
ophy.

offered as a temporary einlanalion of this apparent inconsistMcy 
that these gentlemen, perhaps, have the latent instini'U of capi^- 
ists, without possessing a snlficient amount of the lapitalist'a fine 
“bu-siness” training to enable them to exert their activities in 
more remmerative. though perhaps not always in less wrongful 
ways. However, there is a very good reason for Ihe existence of 
the poreh-elimher, the safe-blower and the tramp—a reason that 
is eo-e.vistant with capitalism—and it will be given in the proper 
place in these papers. 

fio, there arc the two classes—the capitalists and ihe work- 
’ ers—in whose possession must lie all of the $ 0 O,OiMt,fH)O,(KKI of 
our national wealth, since there is no oiherSilas. to share it. 
Let's see how much of it is iu the (sisfossion of the SM.VLIj cap¬ 
italist class. 

Well, twenty hillh'us of it is held hv the trusts. (In Sep¬ 
tember 1. 1902, .1 ohn .Mooily it t'o., of tliUago, published a lit¬ 
tle pamphlet on the ‘'.Morgaiiization of Industry," whirh coii- 
taineil the names of )< 2 '“great" cemhinalioiis, capitalizeil at 
W,:n8,005,<i'H), which had lieen formed since .lanuaty I, 1S99. 
The same aullmrity said at that lime there vvero fi-'dl other 
trusts, which, with llie railroad cunibinaiions. hail a capitaliza¬ 
tion of “over” $1 j,li(SI,iM)0,(MlO. t'ongressmaii Littlefield, of 
Maine, lat r pre|iarivl a list of trusts—ptiblisheil in Ihe Congres- 
sional Roconl—which included the names of almut I.oOO cor¬ 
porations. A goial many triist.i liave collapsed since then, but 
the "big fellows” have not lost anything. The small fry that 
invested iu their “securities” arc the only losers. The money 
that waa paid for the stocks is still in existence, the only change 
being that the promoters have the money and the stoeks arc not 
worth- anything. This fact also applies in a measure to the 
•tnployeca of the sUsl trust who wore "let in on the ground 
floor,” to buy steel trust “securities," as a “profit-sharing" invest¬ 
ment. the price of which began to fall like mercury in a blizzard 
ahoTtly after the money was handed over. Others that investetl 
in steel trust stock were bitten in the same way. 

Hien, there is Mr. .Inhn It. Rockefeller, whose individual hold¬ 
ings accoiiDt for the disappearance of part of tlic ninety billions 
that labor has produced hut ha.s not got. Thirty-five years ago, 
when Mr. Rockefeller was a useful member of society—a book¬ 
keeper in a Cleveland oil store—it was easy enough to tell how 
much be was worth. Mr. Rockefeller, at that time, had the usual 
change of underwear that conn’s to the lot of faithful labor 
and a regular weekly salary. But it is now more tlian dO years 
finoe Mr. Bockefellcr has done a day of useful labor—be has 
coly bribed public ofiieiais hv proxy and schemed to put other 
peo^e out of business—and it i« tliercforc more difiicult to tell 
uio value of his present holdings. (lis wealth is generally esti¬ 
mated at a billion dollars, which is probably in the vicinity of 
the correct figures. This much we know, however—that his 
income is in excess of g.’iO.OftO.OOU a vear, AND HE DOES 'XOT 
CREATE A DOLLAR OE IT BY HIS OWN IiABOR. He 
<mly schemes to get it after others have produced it. 

What are his schemes? Well, they are probably not so 
numerous or so complex ns one might imagine in view of his 
great wealth. Mr. Rockefeller’s jirincipal two sources of income 
are monopoly'and unpaid latior; that is. as an employer of labor, 
nilroad, mining and other Imsinesses, he pays labor in the form 
of wages only a small part of what it produces and retains the 
rest for himself in tiie form of profits. And as a monopolist, nf 
course, he robs the public in tlie price of oil, railw.ay transporta¬ 
tion, or whatever it may lie that he has monopolized. As a 
raonopcilist of oil. iron and ceppr-r, Mr. Rockefeller is enabled to 
stand between ihese natural prialucts and the people and tell 
his fcllowmcn that they may not use, except upon his terms, 
these gifts of a bountiful nature that some persons suspect were 
placed in the earth for the free use of all. rather tha: for the 
private profit of Mr. Rockefeller. Standing across the great 
steel liijroways as he does, telling the people ^hat they may travc' 
or ship freight onlv u))on liis berms, it is apparent that Mr. 
Rockefeller is so fabnionsly wealthy only because he has a vast 
-machine for picking the pockets of others, the operation of which 
is defended and supported hv the law. 

.Aud some idea of the stupendousness of this maeliinc may 
be gained froni these fads: 

Tliat Mr. Rockefeller is tlic greatest banker in the world— 
that money is to a nation what blood is to the living body and 
the system of government under which we live enable* Sir. 
Rockefeller and his kind to absorb the nation’s vital force quite 
ns effectively ns a bloodsucker empties the veins of his victim.

So, it would seem as if it must lie lalmitted that if the vaa, 
workers in Ihe cities liave uuy considerable lairtiim of theniau 
liilliona of national wealth, they have suecceJed ailmiraMj jj 
coiKealing most of it. How is it with the farmer? 

’I’hc .-Imcrican farmer shares wiih the .Viiiericaa vo*. 
worker the distinction of belonging to the most pitifully det^^ 
class of human beings on the face of the earth. The farmenal 
most otlicr ualioiis arc not taught to cxpi-it anything but a Ian'" 
living, and arc therefore seldom disappoinlcil. But not n with 
the American farmer. The jmlitical orators tell hint—durn* 
catnpaigns—that he is a tnost prosperous ns «cll as a uMi 
independent person, and the capitalist ucwspajier* that aupph 
him with “informatinir’ repeat the talc the rest of the year. Tha 
simple fact seems to bo that the'farmer is a lairticipant in a gam 
in which every other memlier, except hiintelf and the vai* 
worker, may fleece someone else to reimburse himself for the la* 
of that which another has taken from him. If the inanafactow 
t'lmrgos the whojesaler too nitich for his product, the vholaale 
can take it out of the relnilcr, the retailer i-an jiase it on to the 
consumer, and the consumer, if he lie other than a wag^»oItB 
or a farmer, can look around for someone to “do.” with a fait 
prospect nf making a snccessful search. But not *0 with the 
farmer. If he has been charged an excessive price for hia foid, 
clothing, or farm machinery, he cannot rcimliurse himaell Ij 
demanding more for hi* grain, liis wcail, or his livestodi, for the 
simple reason that ho must sell, if he sell at all. for whaievs 
he c’.'iu get. Like the wage-worker, the farmer eonnoi fix the 
priee of a thing he sells, or a thing ho buys—all this ia done fw 
him by eager gentlemen, who, perhaps, may fear that three taili, ; 
in addition to their others, might break down the health of thoat 
who till the soil and raanufacture its products. 

And what is ihc result ? The farmer is losing his land > ' 
rapidly os the landlord ran take it from him. Farm tenintiya < 
the United States is increasing *0 sureU' and so steadily that it j 
is plain that the same, forces are in oper^ion in this couniry 6 i|( ' 
have turned Ireland over to the landlords, given the ownenhif ^ 
of most of Prussia to 31,000 persons, and placed the title le 
mewt of the land in Austm in the hands of the “nohiUlj.”

Private ownership of the means of production and distribution is rt^nalble 
for the ever-tocreesiog uncertainty of livelihood and the poverty and misery of 
the worUiif cImo, and it dhidea society into two hostile dasaea—the capitaliata 
and wago-workara.

But the same economic eeuaee which developed capitaliim are leading to 
Bodallsm, which will aboUah both the capitalist class and the class of wage- 
workers And the active force in bringing about this new a^ higher order of 
eedety ia the working claea. AU other olaaaea, de^xite thtir apparent or actual 
confiii^ are alike interested In the upholding ot the system of private owner- 
^p of the inetmmenta of wealth production. The Demoeratic, Republican, tho 
bourgeois public ownerihip partiee, and all other partiee which do not ataxxd for 
the complete ovenhrow of ^ capitalist system of production, are alike political 
repraaeatativea of the capitalist claea. 

The werkara can moat affectively act as a clasa la their itruggle agalnat tha 
eoUactive pewers of capitalism by constituting themaslvee into a political 
party, distmet from ai^ opposed to all partiee formed by the propertied efsmee. 

While we declare that the devdopment ef economic eonditiona tends to the 
everthrow of tho capluliat system, we recognise that the thne and manner of tho 
tranaition to SodaUsm also depeMs upon tho atags of devriepmeat reached hy 
the pmletariat We, therefore, eoorider it of the ntmoct importance for the 
fiediiliit party to eupport all active efforts of the worldag class to better its 
cwditien and to irieet SodaliaU to political offica^ in ordar to facilitate the at*

Itey want to be sure that they are right They arc mentally faitnful 
to themselves and want to avoid all self-deceptionr. It is this spirit 
that has made them mercileas critira of all that has rightly or wrongly 
passed as Socialism in the past With all their power they denonneed 
and exposed the lallaciea of Utopianism and the intolerable patemal- 
iam of Communism with its communal ownership of all things; its 
.haring in common between the deserving and the undeserving. Like¬ 
wise have the Socialiata laid bare the inconsistencies and the absurd¬ 
ity of anarchism. But in spite ef sll this, the misconceptions regard¬ 
ing Socialism bare not all disappeared, and are often fonndj to have 
lodgment in high places. 

It has been lately asserted with a good deal of emphasL that Pope 
Leo condemned Socialism and that therefore no Catholic should be a 
Socialist We hare investigated this char^ carefnlly, ^ing to ihe 
pope’s encydicals themselves, and have failed to find in them a de- 
nnnpiation of Socialism as we understand it The things denonneed in 
the encyclical have been also denounced by aocialists, almost without 
exception: He condemns the idea of all private property being abol- 
idied, so do Sooslists. The only private property they want abolished 
is the private ownership of the means of prodnctioo, the ownership of 
which gives to the capitalist class the right to exist upon tbe wealth 
prednod by the worker^ He denounces a.tacks upon the sanctitiy 
and parity of the home. Socialists denounce the same things, and 
show that capitalism is the worst enemy of the home and of marriage. 
He denounces attacks upon the right of religious belief. With that 
Socialists have nothing to do. They do not interfere with the right 
of private conscience and are on record as declaring that “Beligion is 
a private matter.” Moreover, this paper has on several oocasions 
pointed out that a state or society that interfered with the religious 
rights of the people would be an intolerable despotism. 

In 1878, the pope wrote an encyclical letter on "Socialism, Com¬ 
munism, Nihilism,” which, so far ss Socialism was eoncemed, was a 
reflection of the general misapprehensions then prevalent Yet there 
was nothing in the letter that could affront a Socialist, for Socialism 
itself was hot touched by it, only the things t}ie world had incorr^y 
ittribhted to Socialism. Besides, ss this encyclical w'j vnitten over ii 
giiarler of a centu^ ago, it would be unfair to al’. concerned to re¬ 
gard it as Leo’s ripest judgment on the social question. And so we 
turn to his famous encyclical. Serum Novarum, written in 1891, and 
treating of the condition of the working classes, as being a much truer 
reflection of his attitude. .\nd its opening paragraphs are so strong 
and so humane, that wo cannot do better than quote them entire. 
Listen;

A few deje age Ka^t Sees, tbrongh hii htelan, eent pmonal notice tc every employee of the dty to be 
preeent at the Unhreraity bnlJdinf at a certain hoar, Mytng that mattera of importance to them wonid be die* 
cneaed. Some of them responded, thinking that eomething pertaining to their dotiei might be considered at the 
meeting. Bat they were aorely misled. When they arrived at the meeting, £z-Sev. "Jim” Stover, Mayor Kose’s 
|8ve one of his old political harangnet, to the disgust of his hearers. He' exhorted the men who labor for 
the dty to support Rose, an nnscmpnlout, arrogant politician, who has violated every pledge, broken every promise, 
disregarded and abused his trust, violated his faith with the people and desecrated the name and fame *jf the city 
which has honored him, bnt in turn been dishonored through him. 

And what reason can he give for asking them to vote for him? The poor police of the city, who are com¬ 
pelled to live up to stringent rules and regulations made by their superiors, never enjoy a day of rest or are ever 
permitted to breath fer a moment the air of a free man. Day in and day out, Sundays and holidayt, the police¬ 
man ia forced to be on doty without ever receiving a day or an hour for recreation and rest. Re goes on duty 
at 7 and works nntil fL4S p. m. And it has never occurred to Mr. Rose, who pretends to be so solicitous for their 
welfare now, that a great wrong wqs perpetrated upon these men by enslaving them during all this time when he 
was able to afford them some relief. Not only did he refuse to interest himself in thia matter, but he even de¬ 
clined to interfere in their behalf when the citizens, including some preachers, petitioned the chiefs of the fire and 
police departments to allow the firemen and policemen one Sunday off every month. The chiefs, although q*jite 
ACTIVE IN RAISING THEIR OWN SALARIES, be it said to their lasting shame, were unreasonable enough to 
refuse this very proper demanA In view of these facts it is to be hoped that the firemen and policemen of th- 
city will not abuse their intelligence and vote for the man who has treated them w’orse than the Southern masterr 
treated their slaves; for the slaves always enjoyed their Sundays and holidays as days of rest and recreation. It 
therefore foBows that the firemen and policemen of the city ought to vote the. straight Soci.iIistic ticket, which 
will surely heed thefr demands and accord to them the relief which has been wrongfully withheld from them by the 
past administrations, fnr the Social-Democratic party ia the workingman's party. 

And bow about the bridge tenders? They are still worse off. They work continuously three days and three 
nights, and only the fourth day are they changed off. Surely they will not tolerate this any longer. Such a 
method, whereby the men who attend to-the bridges are kept imprisoned for three days, ought not to be upheld 
by their votes..

How about the bond iasuea? So- 
cUl-Dcmocrata are aaking.
